NEW LINE, 


The contract for the big steel over- 


head: bridge beyond the Eliot depot, 
for the Dover, Berwick, Eliot, York 
and Kittery electric railroad, has 
been aiwarded and it will be in place 
to time for the summer business. 


This bridge crosses the tracks of 


the Boston and Matoe railroad beyond 
the Eliot depot, and' to get the proper 
rise it will have to be several hun- 
dred feet long and eighteen feet 
above the railroad track. 


Another steel bridge will cross a 


fresh, water creek, between the Dover 
and' Eliot bridge and Dover proper. 


An outline of the road which is 


now being built is as follows: 


Starting from the 'present terminal 


of the Kittery and Eliot road at 
Greetaaere, th« road will run three 
miles to beyond the 
Eliot 
depot, 


where a junction will be made with 
the Dover and York road- It is then 
two and a half miles to a junction of 
the Berwick and Dover road, where 
;wo branches are made, one running 
to Dover square, three and a quarter 
miles. 


Th« branch, to South Berwick Is 


four and a half miles long. 
From 


the junction1 of the Kittery and Eliot 
and Dover and York lines at Eliot 
depot, the line is almost direct to 
York Corue'r with no grade, a dis- 
tance of seven and a quarter miles. 


At York "Corner the road joins the 


present Kittery and York road. From 
Eliot to York Corner the track runs 
mostly through, private lamd, so that 
it will be almost an express run. 


To handle this 
road , the unaln 


power will come from the Dover pow- 
er plant, and there will be a rotary 
station at York Corner and another at 
South,1 Berwick. 


The big ca)r barn at Eliot, capable 


of storing twenty-one cars, has been 
built. 


The entire distance 
of the new 


road is twenty miles, making for the 
whole system forty miles of rails. In 
this distance, there are just twenty 
bridges, 'giving a good idea of the 
picturesque country th© road 
will 


run through. 


A good part of the 
track has al- 


ready been1 laid, while all the grading 
is finished. 


General Manager Meloon expects 


the road' to be ready for regular 
travel in June.

for duty in connection with the old 
dry dock. 


The board consists of Rear Admiral 


P. C. Asserson, U. S. N., Naval Con- 
structor R. M. Watt and Civil Engi- 
neer C. W. Parks. They were ap- 
pointed by the secretary of the navy 
to make an inspection of the old 
wooden dry dock here, and they have 
no official business at all with the 
new dock. They wished The Herald 
to so state. 


The board will be here for several 


days, or until after the Reina Merce- 
des is docked next week, when they 
can inspect the dock with a ship in 
it.

EARLY RECORDS OF THE PORTS- 


MOUTH BOARD OF POLICE. 


The early records of the 
Ports- 


mouth board of police indicate that 
its membership was composed of rep- 
resentative residents of 
the 
town. 


Through the courtesy of a wide 
awake gentleman who has the in- 
terests of this borough 
deeply 
at 


heart we have been accorded the priv- 
ilege of examining, for instance, the 
records of 1811, and therein we find 
the following enrollment as "police 
officers for the current 
year,"—cer- 


tainly a distinguished list: John F. 
Parrott, Edward J. Long, Daniel Wal- 
dren, Timothy Upham, Benning Hall, 
Benjamin Holmes, Saimuel 
Sheafe, 


Samuel Newhall, George F. Blunt, Jo- 
seph Bartlett, Edward Hart, 
Aaron 


Deal, Robert Neal, Jr., Henry Bufford, 
William Vaughan, Benjamin Brierly. 
William Dame, Jr., Richard 
Rice, 


Samuel Mudge, Isaac 
Nelson, Jr.. 


Daniel P. Brown and John

wood. Three others declined to serve, 
these being Titus 
Salter, 
Langley 


Boardlman and John Bowles, though 
in later years they were all three on 
the force. 


Joseph Bartlett, Esq., was the ad- 


vocate of the board, "to whom the 
members are to apply, when neces- 
sary to have fhe advice or assistance 
of an attorney, to aid them in the 
discharge of their official duty." 


The above police board was "di- 


vided into four divisions for the pur- 
nose^of patrolling the streets between 
the hours of 8 and 10 o'clock in the 
evening, and to be arranged as fol- 
lows:" March" 29, Blunt, Hart, Bart- 
lett, Newhall and Sheafe; March 30, 
Neil, Deal, Bufford and 
Vaughan; 


March 31, Upham, Parrott, 
Brierly. 


Dame and Hall; April 1, Waldron, 
Long, Underwood and Rice. 


It was a vote of the board 
that 


"any nuimber being absent at the 
time of calling over the list shall pay 
a fine to the secretary of twenty-five 
cents, except he is kept away by sick- 
ness, absence irom town or business 
that required immediate attention." 


And, reader, what do you suppose 


was done with this accumulation of 
fines? At

subsequent 
meeting 


many months later it was thus ''Vo- 
ted, that the amount of fines against 
meimbers for absence at the 
differ,- 


ent meetings be expended In punch, 
etc., at the next meeting" Whether 
this punching1 was a regular 
prac- 


tice the record sayeth nothing further, 
but we do find that later a supper 
was served at a cost of over 123.00, 
and consisting of the following:

called, and 
also 
for taking legal 


measures to prevent any others from 
keeping such retailing shops or cel- 
lars who are not or shall not be so 
licensed and restricted by the said 
^electmen as the law requires:

-Committee to carry the aforesaid vote 
into effect 


On August, 1817. 
this vote

but finding they would not answer all 
the purposes intended by the insti- 
tution, and having now obtained aa 
act of the State, dated Dec. 2«, 1791. 
incorporating said 
Society 
by the 


name and style of "The United Fire 
Society. No. One, giving and granting 
to us all the powers and privileges 
that are enjoyed 
by other bodies 


politic and corporate:—Do now agree 
to the following rules for our future 
government." 


Then follow seventeen rules, 
but 


the length precludes copying all into 
this article. We, however, find room 
for three of them: 


"At each quarterly meeting two 


Wardens shall be chosen, whose duty 
shall be to visit each member not less 
than once a quarter, to see that the 
buckets and bags are in good order, 
and * * * to stay by. and oversee 
what is brought out of any member's 
house in time of fire, and keep the 
same in custody, 'till they are re- 
lieved by others; any person refns- 
ing to serve in said office, and not do- 
ing his duty in each respect, when 
fhosen, shall pay a fine of six shill- 
ings. 


"Each member shall be furnished 


with, and keep constantly hanging to- 
gether in some public place In his 
dwelling, two good leather 
buckets 


and two bags, 
with strings at the 


mouth, each bag sufficient to contain 
"Wot less than four bushels; buckets 
and bags to be marked with the first 
letter of the owner's Christian name, 
and the whole of his surname, No. 1, 
2, 1761, under penalty of six shillings 
for each neglect.

In 
llie art of playwritlng the selection of 
a good title is almost as important as 
the merit of the play itself, and many 
a good one has never been produced 
because it has been handicapped with 
a. bad name. "The Taming of Helen"

has a bad name and a good author, go 
it won attention from a manager who 
saw more in the name of Richard 
Harding Davis than he did in his 
trork. 


'•The Taming of Helen" is the oom- 


•edy chosen for the season in New York 
of that great favorite, Henry Miller. 
Jessie Millwai-* is his leading woman, 
aud some excellent names are in the 
cast. The play is dreadfully slow and 
a keen disappointment, as there is lit- 
tle of interest in it and not any literary 
brilliancy. Henry Miller is one of our 
recognized male stars now and was for 
years the best leading man in New 
York. He has real worth, and his re- 
ined, gentlemanly style on the stage, 
Together with his good reading, ease of 
manner aa'J depth of sentiment, forms 
too great a combination to be wasted 
on a colorless part 


In Mr. Miller's present role of Philip 


Carroll there is but one moment when 
the interest is stirred by the earnest- 
ness of the player, for it is only that 
one chance that Philip Carroll has to 
be anything but commonplace. This is 
not the fault altogether of the actor, 
but I must admit that I think Mr. Mil 
lor might have made more of it had he 
been less phlegmatic. Only by his lines 
could the depth of his love be guessed, 
only by the same means could the anx- 
iety he felt to sell his play be imag- 
ined, for in neither instance did the 
star quite carry conviction. I admit 
that it is hard to imagine a man wast- 
ing his heart out for a smile of love 
from such an inanimate Helen. She 
aggravated me, and so far from need- 
ing taming I thought she needed prod- 
ding to put some life into her. Why 
the name of the play? So many better 
ones present themselves as the story 
is followed. Mr. Miller has a fault 
which is to me more noticeable this 
jear than ever before. He talks too 
fast and not quite loud enough. This is 
rather unpleasant when there is little 
to interest beyond the star's part. 
AVben I think of the different roles I 
have seen Henry Miller play and the 
thankless one in which he is now ap- 
pearing. I question the judgment of 
managers. 


"The Taming of Helen" is dubbed a 


"comedy" and is supposed to be funny. 
There arc a few bright lines scattered 
through it and two situations which 
lire liable to call forth a smile. One is 
when Carroll and his friend Iteggie at 
the ball assume the guise of noblemen 
11 nd Carroll su^ains the same to the 
uncle of his friend and helps on the 
disapproved, love;affair of Reggie. This 
was really good. In fact this little scene 
wus the best work done by the star 
during the evening. The other comedy 
situation wan between the lending wo- 
man, 
.lossie Millwnrd, and Keggie 


when she appears In the greenroom of 
the theater in man's attire and discov- 
ers her fiancee before whom she ob- 
jects to appenr. 


Miss MilhvArd played the part of 


Jlnrion Cavendish "of the lending west 
«>nd theaters" and CM well. There is a 
rather disagreeable]key in which AIlss 
31 ill ward 'ends nil 4er speeches, and 
her effect would bo Tnuch heightened 
If she descended the scale instead of, as 
now", ascending at the last worrl. Grace 
Kllisfou plays Helen (who needs tam- 
ing), mid the role would test the ability 
of n Mrs. Flsko. The playwright is 
pin inly responsible for the lack of any- 
thing in Helen, but the actress who 
fens it In hand does nothing with the 
little the playwright hns made for her.

.She finds that Philip has been invited 
to Lady Gower's house to a ball in Hel- 
en's honor and that he thinks Helen 
has jnst returned to London. Marlon 
knows Helen has been in town two 
weeks, and when she leaves with Keg- 
jjie it is to try to find out why Helen 
has so long neglected Philip, who is 
poor and dispirited now and needs the 
consolation of some one's love. 


Following her call, Lady Cower and 


Helen visit the temple, and the chap- 
eron kindly leaves the young people 
together. Helen makes some excuse of 
pleasure and being fully occupied as 
her reason for not letting Philip know 
of her presence, and he discovers that 
while he was pining for a sight of her 
she was near and did not remember 
him long enough to write a note. This 
hurts his pride, for his despised love, 
he declares, is more than himself, and 
he tells her that never again will he 
offer it to be so slighted; that he will 
love 'her as long as she lives, but un- 
less she comes to hini and asks for it 
she will never bear a word of love from 
him again. There seems no raison 
d'etre for all this to the audience, and 
Helen doesn't seem to care a jack- 
straw .

The speech delivered on Thursday 


evening before the Hamilton club of 
Chicago by Henry Watterson 
one 


of the most notable utterances 
of 


the year. It is an eloquent plea for 
national unity and for the exercise of 
tolerance on the part 
of citizens 


north and south. 


Mr. Watetrson, it hardly need be 


said, is editor of the 
Louisville 


Courier-Journal perhaps the great- 
est of southern papers, and h« is 
numbered among the ablest and 
most virile newspaper writers now 
living. He has been called a radi- 
cal, but his honesty of purpose has 
uever been questioned, and while we 
may not agree with him on all sub- 
jects, ais clear headedness and good 
judgment entitle his opinions to 
thoughtful consideration.

Himself an abolitionist and an anti- j 


secessionist, Mr. Watterson 
f ought j 


throughout the Civil war in the Con- 
federate ranks, because he believed 
that to be his duty. The war over, i 
however, he cheerfully laid down his 
arms and has ever since supported 
the national government as loyally as 
be upheld the cause of the Confeder- 
acy in the dark days of '61-'65. 


A democrat of democrats, the re- 


publicans have ever found him a fair 
opponent and In politics, as in war 
and business, he has always stood 
for the right as he saw it and has al- 
ways been willing to acknowledge his 
error when convined that he was 
wrong. 


In his address at Chicago, Mr. Wat- 


terson emphasized the necessity of 
actual as well as nominal peace be- 
tween the sections. He deplored the 
tendency on the part of some people 
in the north to assume the airs of 
conquerors and condemned the an- 
tagonistic attitude taken by a few 
Southerners. The true Southerner, 
he said, reconciled himself to the for- 
tunes of war; the true Northerener 
treated the vanquished with generos- 
ity and kindness.

were broad and " impartial and Ws 
words those of a patriot.

In considering the negro question, 


Mr. Watterson, of course, gave voice 
to Southern Ideas and presented the 
matter in a light new to his hearers. 
He gave evidence of friendship for 
the negro and so'.lcltude for his wel- 
fare. He made no attempt to dis- 
guise the gravity of the question and 
pleaded earnestly for friendly co-op- 
eration between north and south in 
dealing with it. 


"The negro," he declared, "can 


never become In any beneficent, or 
genuine sense, 
an 
integral 
and 


recognized part of the body politic 
except through the forces of evolu- 
tion, which are undoubtedly at work, 
but which in the nature of the case 
must needs go exceedingly slow."

Forest had completed plans for an 
elaborate system of gigantic power 
stations, to serve as links in a chain 
spanning the Pajcinc. Two of the 
stations—one in the Philippines n«ar 
Manila, and the other on the north- 
ernmost of the Hawaiian group—will 
far exceed in power those in exist- 
ence today for trans-Atlantic 
work. 


Indeed, the range from 
Manila to 


Honolulu is tb|e longest and most 
difficult in the world. 


A smaller station will be erected 


at Hongkong, China, to work with 
the one at Manila. At the Chinese 
terminal the towers will be but 175 
feet high, while at the Manila and 
Honolulu stations the steel masts will 
rise to a height of 250 feet. The Am- 
erican terminal will be located near 
the southern end of the peninsula of 
lower California and will be fitted 
with towers 210 feet high. The four 
stations will cost, all told, $182,000. 
Of this sum, $25,000 has been allowed 
for the terminal at Hongkong; $56,000 
each for the installations at Manila 
and Hawaii, and $45,000 for the Cal- 
ifornia plant. It is hoped that it will 
be possible, in the transmission of 
'messages, to maintain a regular speed 
of twenty-eight words per minute be- 
tween the Chinese and American ter- 
minals. 
' 


Dr. De Forest, the inventor ot this 


marvelous wireless system Is only 
twenty-nine years of age. After leav- 
ing his boyhood home in Iowa, he 
worked his way through Yale, where 
he studied electrical oscillation for 
six years and won the degree of doc- 
tor of philosophy. He next took up 
practical electrical work In Chicago, 
and it was while thus engaged, in 
1901, that he conducted his first out- 
door experiments. He first attract- 
ed the attention of the officials of the 
national government during the na- 
val maneuvers on the New England 
coast in the summer of 1902. He 
seized the opportunity to establish 
several wireless 
stations 
on 
the 


coast, and so successful were they In 
their operation that they were forth- 
with purchased by the United States

west of the Mississippi river. 


Impoverished by the civil war, John 


Kirby's parents were too poor to send 
him to school. As a mere lad he la- 
bored on a farm, and what little educa- 
tion he acquired was self taught. In 
fact, he was nineteen years of age be- 
fore- he was able to read readily. Still 
he persevered, but when fifteen years 
ago be bung out his shingle in the iso- 
lated Texas village of Woodville he 
looked back on a past of unremitting 
toil and forward to a future that had 
small promise, lie had not n dollar, 
not-a client, no education except the 
crumbs be had gathered in a district 
School during a few months iu the 


j year and the legal knowledge he had 


absorbexl from reading iu the country 
law office of a friend.

York, secured the acceptance of Sim- 
eon Ford, the noted wit, he felt that 
the success of the banquet was as- 
sured, for Simeon Ford is worth more 
at a banquet than a whole regiment of 
wise men at a fray. Besides he will be 
matched against Job Hedges, one of 
the "Ameuers," a keen and ready hu-r 
morist, and a notable duel of wits will 
enliven and entertain the distinguished 
statesmen who always gather at the 
famous feast of the "Amen Corner." 


Simeon Ford is a welcome guest at 


any banquet and is always in great de- 
mand, for as an after dinner speaker 
he is regarded as the legitimate suc- 
cessor of Mark Twain. 


Perhaps the most surprising thing 


about Mr. Ford aside from his keen 
wit is the fact that he is neither a le- 
gal, financial, political nor literary light. 
He is one of New York's successful ho- 
tel keepers, but his fame as a speech- 
maker at dinners has already earned 
him an offer of §1.500 a week by an en- 
terprising vaudeville manager.

Ford has riot yet accepted that offer, 
but be acknowledges that is about as 
well as he can do. furnishing board and 
lodging to. .the traveling public. 


Perhaps Mr. Ford's personal appear- 


ance has something to dp with his 
fame as a humorist At a dinner he al- 
ways looks as if he had come from the 
funeraf of his only friend. As the 
vaudeville manager expressed it. Ford's 
makeup is good. He is more than 
six feet tall and as thin as a lath. He 
has a lugubrious voice and a sparse, 
straggling beard. He is such a wraith 
of melancholy that the tiniest little 
joke from his lips sounds, by contrast 
to his appearance, like the most mirth- 
ful thing that has ever been said. 


But Mr. Ford by no means depends 


on his makeup for the success of his 
witticisms. "The humor streak is in 
him." as one enthusiast expressed it, 
"as big as a dog." He knows how.to 
twist obvious facts to fit an anticlimax 
ns well as Mark Twain, Artemus Ward 
or any of the world's famous funny,

men ever did. He thinks quaintly and 
is too shrewd to try to do his thinking 
after he gets on his feet at a banquet 
with a couple of hundred faces twitch- 
ing with expectant laughter. 


Ford was educated for the law, but 


he says he was too diffident to speak 
in court, so he went into the hotel— 
business, in which he has achieved 
great success. Here are some of the 
sayings that have made him famous: . 


Speaking of the hotel business, he 


said of Mr. Boldt, host of the Waldorf- 
Astoria: "I asked Boldt how many col- 
ored folks patronized the Waldorf-As- 
toria, and he said that he had seen 
only two in his restaurant, and when 
they glanced at the prices on the bill 
of fare they both turned white. The 
Bible says .that the leopard cannot 
change its spots nor the Ethiopian his 
skin, but when that statement was 
made the Waldorf wasn't opened. The 
Waldorf/ can knock the spots out of 
nnytb^fti wd I presume they would 
skin an Ethiopian as quick as they, 
would a white man." 


At a dinner in Boston Ford said: 
"When I was here two years ago, I 


got on a trolley car filled with women. 
t was the only male passenger. That 
would not have worried a Bostonian, 
hut it worried me. I always feel timid 
going about Boston without a chaperon. • 
As I squeezed into a seat my eye was 
attracted to a sign which read, 'Half 
the people on this car are wearing 
Bunker Hill pants.'

•Volunteer Fireman of '52" Write* of 


Politics In the Fire Department. 


Editor of the 
Herald.—I believe 


that I voice the sentiments of the | 
overwhelming majority of the reput- 
able ami thinking citizens of Ports-' 
mouth when I say that the 
inject- 


ment of politics into the fire depari- 
nreh by the present city government 
:s to be deplored, not only for its ef- 
fect on the reputation of our city, and 
its probable effect on insurance rates, 
but especially for the demoralizing 
and degrading effect on the fire de- 
partment that will surely follow if 
the scheme is carried any farther. 


Hitherto our fire- department 
has 


been kept out of politics—or politics 
have been kept out of the 
depart- 


ment, if that phrase is preferred—no 
matter which party was in power. It 
has indeed been customary, when 
there was a change in party control 
of the city government, to make a 
change of chief engineer an-d "assis- 
tants; but beyond this, partisanshhip 
has not gone; and the new chief has 
always certified all the old and ex- 
perienced firemen', whatever their po- 
sitions .wholly regardless of their po- 
litical affiliations. I do not remember 
an instance in which a chief engineer 
superceded an efficient member of the 
department 
on 
account 
of 
his 


polticial opinions, or because 
some- 


body else wanted his job, until the 
present year. 


But now, it seems, we are to have 


a "new deal" in fire department af- 
fairs. The men who are to have the 
paid positions in> the department are 
to have them—not because they are 
especially fitted for the positions, and 
have proved themselves BO in actual 
service; not even, because they have 
proved themselves effective 
workers 


in aW of their political party; but be- 
cause they have been and are sturdy 
and efficient aids of the leaders of a 
faction of their political party. 


Hardly had the polls closed at the 


late municipal election when the an- 
nouncement was given out that great 
changes were to be made in the de- 
partment; that this and that one had 
got to go, not because they had not 
done their duty well and satisfactorily 
always, but to make room for hench- 
men of the faction leader before al- 
luded to. But when the election of 
chief engineer was held no 
change 


was made. 
Chief Engineer Randall 


was re-elected. 
Then1 he 
was 
or- 


dered, as a start, to appoint another 
driver for the Chemical in place of 
Eugene Hoyt, who had filled the po- 
sition for many years and 
against 


whom no word of fault was advanced. 
Chief Randall flatly refused. 
For 


years he had been the efficient head 
of a fire department; he declined to 
be made a tool toward the making it 
a mere annex of a political party, or 
a faction of a political party. 


Here was a snag, at the outset. The 


would-be looters could not run over 
it, but they could get around it. An- 
other election of chief engineer was 
held ,and tlve city councils, with a 
joint 
\ote of 
twenty republicans 


against eight democrats, elected Her- 
bert A. Marden, a life-long democrat, 
to the position. But Chief Marden is 
not "merely a democrat; he is a fire- 
man, 
and an experienced one. 
He 


was chief engineer years ago, and so 
far as I know, was a good one. 1 
personally witnessed his management 
of several firps, and 
I thought be 


handled them well; and I never heard 
any unfavorable 
criticisms 
of 
ihis 


ability or his zeal. 


But it is not even pretended that 


Mr. Randall was set aside because he 
was not zoak>us and capable, or that 
Mr. Marden was chosen because " he 
was the hotkr fireman of the two. 
Mr. Randall's lofusal to obey orders 
in rog'ird to making important posi- 
tions in th<- department the reward, 
not of proved ability as flromen but 
of political service, was what mude 
Mr. Jdardon the present chief of the 
department. 
And in this connection 


tin- question Inevitably 
arises, "Did 


Mi Mnrdi-ti, as the price of bis •elec- 
tion, promise to do the bidding of the 
looters' ring?" 1 do not believe be 
did. And most rcrtaln'.y, for his own 
good norac ae a citizen ami the wel- 


fare of the department of which he is 
the' head. I hope he did not 


But Eugene Hoyt, 
the 
long-time 


driver of the Chemical, is out. »nd bis 
place is takea by another. The new 
driver is not the one who was "slat- 
ed" for the position by the ring im- 
mediately after election,.but a man 
in every way qualified for the posi- 
tion, Mr, Ham, for years driver of 
the hook and ladder truck. And an- 
other capable man takes Mr. Ham's 
place as driver of the hook and lad- 
der. 
The only objectionable feature 


of this change is. that Mr. Hoyt 
is 


shelved at the bidding of a faction of 
a political party. 


It is true that Chief Marden can say 


that the board of engineers voted not 
to grant a certificate to Mr. Hoyt. It 
is equally true that the board of engi- 
neers, under the law of the state, has 
no more to do with the matter than 
the man in the moon, or the 
city 


councils. It is to the1 chief engineer 
alone that the power of granting cei*- 
tificates of (membership in the fire de- 
partment is delegated, and he cannot 
hide behind any vote of the board of 
engineers or of the councils. 
He is 


responsible, and 'he alone. Does he 
propose to be chief engineer of the 
fire department, or the mere toof of=a 
faction- of the political party he sins 
all his life opposed? It is for hlnfrto 
say. 
' «i 


And it is not in words, but in 


actions, which speak more emphati- 
cally than words, that his answer is 
looked for. The 
people of Ports- 


mouth have- been proud of their fire 
department. 
When the fire com- 


panies have marched past on the an- 
nual parade, wdth flower-bedecked ap- 
paratus and bands of music, they 
have been acclaimed by the entire 
population of the city, men, women 
and children. And why? 


Because they have been worthy of 


it. Because they were recognized as 
a clean, reputable set of men, ready 
to risk their 
lives 
if occasion' de- 


manded, ini the effort to protect the 
property and lives of others; 
and 


because it -was recognized that any- 
position of prominence or 
authority 


held by any member was an 
honor, 


worthily earned. 


Is all this1 to be changed? When 


the firemen's column marches by. are 
the prominent men in the line to be 
pointed out as able caucus managers 
or brilliant workers at the polls for 
some political boss, rather than as 
daring and self-sacrificing 
firemen? 


That is what it will come to, if posi- 
tions in the 
department are to be 


made the reward of political service 
—and1 political service not always -of 
the cleanest variety—'instead of for 
ability, courage and faithfulness in 
the line of duty. 


Whether this is to be, or not, de- 


pends on Chief 
Engineer 
Marden. 


Over the personnel of his department 
he is supreme, and he knows it. 
Neither the city councils nor 
the 


board of engineers (of which he is the 
head) has any power in the premises. 
If our splendid fire department is to 
be still further demoralized—if to be a 
member of the Portsmouth fire de- 
partment is to be made a disgrace 
instead of am honor, he must do the 
work. Will he do it?
